The  rreponaibility  fir  »uch  a  condition 
of  thing*  i«  n<>t  alway*  due  to  ignorance, 
for  unfortunately,  while  there  are  many 
people  in  thi*  world  ah')  know  ton  little, 
there  a/e  al>o  some  who  know  too  much. 
Tiler*  are  quack*  iu  every  profotion  — 
quark  doctor*,  quark  Hrwyrfw,  quirk  *rd 
die*#,  end  q  iaek  engineer*  -  men  who, 
having  been  gifted  with  an  t  xcee*  of  Co  i 
Celt  and  cunning.  U*e  three  qualities  in 
the  ahM-nce  of  lam*  *aio|*aii*i  one*,  and 
■UCeea-d.  by  pr .  Ien*;**ii  to  kn  -wle-lg  .  in 
iiu|*.**ing  up  mi  rrednlou*  |>r«ple.  The 
city  tif  JL.owh.ti  »i,  tor  n  long  time  tic 
tint;/. d  in  th  *  nay  Tli-t  city  aa  we  nil 
kiuW,  h,«*  »uff,red  terribly  in  the  pa*l  for 
want  of  n  proper  *y»ti  in  of  draiange  an«T 
ar-w,  rage.

A  new  coinibi**ion  Icing  appointed  by
